EGYPT WILL JOIN GENEVA PEACE TALKS; SUNDAY PAPERS FEATURED 
NIXON'S FINANCES; MONDAY BALTSUN FRONTPAGED US MAY AID 
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DUTCH ON OIL; NYTIMES FRONTPAGED ARMY WILL SPEND 200 MILLIONS

OE WESTERN EUROPE, JOBERT CITING AGREEMENT ON PREVENTION

LEWIS SAYS KISSINGER REPLIED, REJECTING JOBERT'S APPROACH 
AS MISREPRESENTATION OE THE AMERICAN-SOVIET AGREEMENT AND 
MAINTAINING AGREEMENT ENHANCED RATHER THAN DIMINISHED US 
COMMITMENT TO HELP DEFEND EUROPE. LEWIS REPORTS THAT 
LATER FONMINS PRODUCED A CONSENSUS THAT NEW, MUCH BROADER 
AND MORE EFEECTIVE WAYS OE BRINGING THE ALLIES TOGETHER 
ON HANDLING OF CRISES MUST BE QUICKLY INTRODUCED, LEWIS 
ADDING BOTH KISSINGER AND DOUGLAS-HOME FEEL THESE CON- 
SULTATIONS SHOULD COVER TROUBLE SPOTS OUTSIDE NATO TER- 
RITORY. LEWIS SAYS KISSINGER JOBERT KNOW EACH OTHER WELL

AND ENJOY JOUSTING IN PRIVATE AND DELEGATES TOOK SHARP 
EXCHANGE AS CLEARING THE AIR; AND MANY DELEGATES CON- 
SIDERED KISSINGER'S EIRST NATO SPEECH CONSTRUCTIVE. 

2A. WASHPOST BERGER STRESSES KISSINGER SOUGHT TO REPAIR 
NATO SPLIT WITH AN ESSENTIALLY CONCILIATORY SPEECH IN 
WHICH HE AEFIRMED THAT THE BASIC INTERESTS OE US AND ITS 
WESTERN ALLIES ARE ABSOLUTELY INDIVISIBLE, THEREBY SUR- 
PRISING EUROPEANS EXPECTING HIM TO TAKE A TOUGH LINE 
AGAINST THEM EOR THEIR REFUSAL TO SUPPORT US POLICY DURING 
MIDEAST WAR. BERGER REPORTS KISSINGER'S QUESTIONS, IN- 
CLUDING: CAN WE REMAIN ALLIES OR WILL WE DRIFT INTO BE- 
COMING COMPETITORS? BERGER SAYS SECRETARY'S APPEAL EOR 
UNIEIED APPROACH ON OIL MET WITH LITTLE ENTHUSIASM. 
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2B. BALTSUN OISHI REPORTS SHARP KISSINGER JOBERT EX- 
CHANGE BROKE SUREACE HARMONY OF NATO MEETING, ADDING 
KISSINGER'S APPEALS FOR REDEFINING ATLANTIC ALLIANCE IN

INTO SUCH DEMANDS. OISHI ADDS OTHER FONMINS INDICATED 
WILLINGNESS TO MEET THE AMERICAN REQUIREMENTS. OISHI 
SAYS LUNS ANTICIPATED REMARKS OF SEVERAL IN WARNING 
AGAINST THE GROWING SOVIET MILITARY MIGHT. 

2C. MONDAY WASHSTAR O'LEARY STRESSED KISSINGER REPORT- 
EDLY ADVISED BRITISH FRENCH AND WEST GERMAN FONMINS 
AGAINST TRYING TO OBTAIN SPECIAL ADVANTAGES FOR THEM- 
SELVES FROM THE ARABS IN ENERGY CRISIS AT EXPENSE OF NATO 
UNITY, REMINDING HIS COLLEAGUES US IS ONLY NATION WITH 
LEVERAGE ON ISRAEL IN PEACE TALKS, O'LEARY CITING BRITISH 
SOURCES. 
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3. TIME MAGAZINE ARTICLE, TOWARD SUMMIT OF TRUTH, QUOTES 
A TOP-RANKING AMERICAN DIPLOMAT SAYING: AT COPENHAGEN 
SUMMIT, EUROPE WILL MAKE ITS DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE, 
ARTICLE ADDING THAT STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES EXPECTED FROM 
EUROPEAN SUMMIT MAY ONE DAY BE CONSIDERED AS SYMBOLICALLY 
IMPORTANT TO EUROPEANS AS OUR 1776 DECLARATION. TIME 

DAYS EUROPEANS, OFTEN VEXED BY THEIR DEPENDENCE ON US, HAVE 
NEVER GEEN QUITE SO ANNOYED AS TO AGREE ON COMMON POLIC ES- 
TROUBLED BY OIL SHORTAGE, ARTICLE SAYS, EUROPEANS ARE OUT- 
RAGED THAT NONE HAS BEEN INVITED TO MIDEAST PEACE CONFER- 
ENCE AND THEY DISTRUST SUPERPOWER DETENTE. ARTICLE SAYS 
AMERICAN TAXPAYERS HAVE LONG BEEN FORCED TO BEAR A DIS-

STATE DEPARTMENT LESS WORRIED. GELB SAYS IN SEPTEMBER 
SOVIETS PUT FORWARD DRAFT TREATY IN RESPONSE TO US PRO- 
POSALS OF SPRING, AND WIDE VARIETY OF AMERICAN OFFICIALS 
DESCRIBE SOVIET DRAFT AS OUTRAGEOUS, YET RUSSIANS ARE WAIT- 
ING FOR A RESPONSE WHICH IS BEING DELAYED BY WATERGATE AND 
MIDEAST CRISIS. 

5. CSCE. MONDAY NYTIMES GENEVA SPECIAL REPORTS DELEGATES 
ARE BEGINNING TO PACK BAGS AS RECESS APPROACHES ON FRIDAY. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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500 MEETINGS OF COMMITTEES, SUBCOMMITTEES AND WORKING 
GROUPS HAVE SERVED ONLY TO GIVE DIPLOMATS A CLEAR VISION 
OF GAPS. "NOW DIFFERENCES ARE RECOGNIZED AND FREELY 
ADMITTED," SAID DELEGATION LEADER OF NON-ALIGNED COUNTRY
